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WHAT THE PEOPLE WANT. 


The best people in San Francisco 
regard the Kalloch verdict as a rebuke 
to the DeYoung style of journalism. 
They say of course that the jury took 
the law into their own hands just like 
a vigilance committee, but a great 
many sustain them in it. An intelli- 
gent gentleman informed us the other 
day that DeYoung had notes of every 
prominent man in California in a set 
of pigeon holes, ready for use at any 
time in case anyone crossed his path. 
Almost every mao who came to Cali- 
fornia in an early day had some weak 
spot in his record or could be reached 
through his friends; and that item 
was sure to be in one of the pigeon 
holes. For years people of standing 
were kept in a state of terror, fearing 
that any morning the city might read 
about some dark spot in their past 
life or about some relative who was 
hung or who stole a mule or married 
beneath him. The Kalloch verdict was 
in answer to this style of journalism. 
A newspaper should build itself up by 
serving the people as a news-gatherer 
but not as a scandal-monger. It 
should get its support in the shape of 
paymeuts for genvine services, not as 
hush money. It should exert an in- 
fluence by the exercise of brains and 
industry, but not by threats of ex- 


posures.

K LLED AS A WITCH. 


The Sacrifice of a Plate Squaw for Her 
Supposed League With the Evil One 
— An Ancient Iadian Custom. 


The Piutes are believers in witch- 
craft, and execute witches in the full 
belief that they are thereby perform- 
ing areligious duty. In so doing 
they are no less barbarous and super- 
stitious than the Pilgrim Fathers were. 
A squaw was killed fora witch Jast 
week in the Harmony mountains near 
Winnemucca. The place chosen for 
the execution was the grave of a brave 
whom she was believed to have sub- 
jected to the influence of her evil eye. 
The Silver State says: ‘The Iadians 
are very reticent regarding the matter, 
but admit that the squaw was a witch, 
and had, by her influence with the 
Evil Spirit, caused the death of four or 
five men of the tribe, against whom 
she entertained some grudge. 
They believe that the woman, who 
was a Bannock, was in league with the 
Evil One, and by ber spells and incan- 
tations could bring sickness and death 
to those with whom she came in con- 
tact. The Indians say it has been the 
custom of their tribe, from time im- 
memorial,to put such persons to death 
at the grave of one of their victims. 
The woman walked to the burying 
ground perfectly reconciled to her 
fate, and made no attempt to get 
away. A few years ago a young squaw 
known as Susie Jane was pronounced 
awitch by the leading men of the 
tribe and sentenced to death. On the 
way to the place of execution, she 
made her escape, and left the town 
for awhile. As no Indiaus died within 
a given time after her escape, it was 
thought that the Evil Spirit had been 
frightened away. and she was pardon- 
ed and permitted to return.
